RA Isn‘t

WASHINGTON. — The Army 
hasn't received the number of ap- 
plications for Regular Army com- 
missions under the officer augmen- 
tation program that it expected, 
officials said this week. 

They expressed concern that in- 
dividuals were “adopting a wait- 
and-see attitude” which will mean 
a last-minute rush of applications 
in January. If this is happening, 
many who could get RA appoint- 
ments as early as the middle of 
1957 — a year. ahead of the sched- 
ule first announced — will not 
do so. 

The Army told Congress that 
it hoped to get as many as 40,000 
applications, from which it would 
select a maximuni of 7000, a rate 
of 1742 percent. It hoped that 
publicity on the program would re- 
sult in réceipt of at lesst a fourth 
of the applications by the end ef

THE ARMY ANTIAIRCRAFT COMMAND 
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Outlines of a New Army 


E ARE probably too late with this suggestion—and out 
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found for that outfit than “‘the Association of the United 
States Army?” Maybe just plain “Army Association.” 

Having said which, we must report that in practically 
every other respect, AUSA’s annual meeting in Washington 
last week was right up to snuff. It was lively, thought-pro- 
voking and headline-making. More than that one can hardly 
ask. (See news stories, this issue.) . 

Perhaps the most novel idea advanced during the three 
days of speeches and meetings was that of General Médaris, 
the Army’s “missile boss.” He predicted that ground troops 
of the future could be literally hurled into battle locked up 
in missiles traveling 600 miles in 35 minutes. Whatever 
queasy effect this statement may have had on the stomachs 
of private soldiers in the audience, it was well calculated to 
ignite a gleam in the eye of a general of two. 

A more immediate note was struck by Gen. Taylor, the 

j Army’s Chief of Staff, in a talk built around the basic belief 

that, for best effect, atomic weapons must be joined with 

battle-on land. This was in direct and timely opposition to 
the concept that airpower and bombs’ were the answer to all 
future wars. Taylor went further by buttressing his main 
argument with an appeal to the Air Force to “help us find 
all targets which fall within the range of our improved Army 
weapons,” Since Army missiles currently on hand will reach 
out at targets 90 miles away, this is obviously one area of 

close support in. which the jet-propelled Air Force can do a 

lot of good—if it will. The fact that the Chief of Staff is 

asking the Air Force for help of this kind gives the request 
an official weight. It will be interesting to see what the re- 
sponse will be as time goes on. 

Possibly of more practical interest to career people in 
the Army was the need for a “professional” Army, as seen 
by Dr. Edward Teller, sometimes called “the father of the 
H-bomb.” Far from recognizing the Air Force as the only 
effective nuclear age force, Dr. Teller urged the creation of a 
highly mobile, thoroughly skilled, atom-armed Army whose 
battle groups could be moved to any spot in the world within 
two days. But we could have such a force, he said, only if we 
are prepared to train an Army of professionals with the 
highest standards. 

Readers will recall that Adlai Stevenson made just such 
a proposal in a recent campaign speech. All we need now is 
someone to show how this can be done without sacrificing 
the element of universal training which is basic to American 
fighting strength.

Gen; Eddleman’s talk was con- 
cerned _primarily with the details 
of fighting on an atomic battlefield. 
His speech was an expansion of the 
briefing reported in Army Times 
two weeks ago, under the head 
“Missiles, Mobility to Boost Army 
Punch (A Peek into 1960)”. 

In the personnel field, Maj. Gen. 
Donald .P: Booth, assistant DCS- 
Per, described “quality of person- 
nel”. as the greatest. problem of 
the Army, — 

He said that the need for high 
quality in mén for jobs in the tech- 
nieal fields was readily accepted. 
But this was not so true in the 
field more important to the Army 
—small unit leadership. 

Gen. Booth said: that such lead- 
ers will have to be able to inspire 
the members of.their units to fight 
in spite of the impact on the mind

82d Airborne Getting Set 
For 1957 Jungle Exercise 


FORT BRAGG, N. C.—Exercise 
Rio Selva, a five week jungle 
maneuver in the Panama Canal 
Zone, will test the versatility of the 
82d Abn. Div. to operate anywhere 
in the world. 

During a training period leading 
up ‘to the actual maneuver the 
paratroopers will be taught to use 
the natural foes of the jungle, 
snakes and wild animal life, as food 
for survival if necessary. They will 
be taught to adopt conventional 
airborne infantry doctrine to the 
peculiarities of jungle. operations. 

Eight hundred paratroopers of 
the 2d Bn., 325th Abn. Inf. Regt.

As a substitute for the confused 
wartime replacement depot system, 
Brig. Gen. Bruce Easley, adjutant} 
general of U.S. Army Europe, 
inaugurated the use of an IBM as- 
signment process to speed up troop 
movements into the USAREUR 
command area from Fort Dix. 

An overseas replacement now. 
knows his exact assignment and 
European mailing address before 
he leaves the States. Since Octo- 
ber 1955, the Army estimates that 
a monthly average of 8000 men 
have been assigned to USAREUR 
under the “Easley plan” at sav- 
ings of $9-million in man-hours 
and $175,000 in transportation 
costs. 

By broadening the scope of this 
process, it is hoped that wartime 
movement of. troops into combat 
zones will be facilitated. 


PRIOR To as Easley plan, 
soldiers assigned to Europe were 
shipped. into Bremerhaven, Ger- 
many, and immediately transferred 
to the replacement depot in Zwei- 
brucken, 450 miles to the south. 
At Zweibrucken, after further. de- 
lay, each soldier finally received 
his ‘unit assignment and moved to 
his new station. 

Under the Easley process, a 
soldier’s assignment is determined 
mechanically before he leaves this 
country. Upon arrival at Bremer- 
haven by ship, or Frankfurt by air, 
he is immediately moved to his as-

USAREUR periodically notifies 
the Department of the Army in 
Washington of its personnel needs, 
broken..down by MOS and rank. 
A business machine punch card for 
each USAREUR unit vacancy, list- 
ing its required MOS and rank, 
is then sent by air courier to the 
assignment jem, at Fort Dix. 


WASHINGTON INSTRUCTS 
Army camps in the United States 
to transfer necessary men to the 
overseas replacement station here. 
The man’s orders are forwarded in 
advance to the assignment team, 
and his name, rank and MOS are 
punched out on another card. 

Before the man ever arrives at 
Dix, his individual card is matched 
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mechanically with the unit shies 
ment card, and the final product 
is a card listing the. soldier's 
name, rank, MOS and the particu- 
lar job-he will fill in Europe, When 
he arrives at Dix;.all that remains 
of his processing is a personal in- 
terview and records check to make 
certain that the man is, well suited 
to his assignment. : 
Completed individual assignment 
cards are transmitted by electronic 
impulses to the Heidelberg head- 
quarters so that when the soldier 
disembarks in Europe, he is im- 
mediately whisked from his port 
of arrival to his assigned unit. 
The USAREUR :Adjutant. Gener- 
al division is currently studyin 
the results of a year’s operations of 
the Easley plan.

It stresses the need for well-

A Digital Strain Recorder

The automatic digital strain re- 
corder stands five feet. tall and 
seven feet long. Its function is to 
tabulate the-strain of various points 
on a missile structure while the 
structure is being put through a 
firing similarity test. It will per- 
form with accuracy the duties .of 
four men in one-tenth the time. 

Strain as indicated by 200 strain 
gages placed inside and outside the 
huge body is picked up and passed 
through lead wires .to a master 
trunk which is connected to. the 
recorder.

The various nations’ military 
budget, even in peacetime, have 
made taxpayers aware, if not for 
the first time, that modern wars 
are determined not alone by mili- 
tary acumen but by economic 
resources as well. More important 
perhaps, knowledge of this fact has 
become widespread within the 
armed services as well. In the 
higher graduate schocls of the 
military, where major strategy is 
explored, there is unpreceden 
emphasis today on the economic 
aspects of strategy, on technology, 
on diplomacy, on ideologies, on 
politics in the broadest sense, and 
(Goebbels would chuckle, if ghosts 
ean chuckle) on world psychology. 

Purely military skills are as 
closely studied as ever, but among 
the professionals of larger stature 
there is a better understanding 
than in the past that there are 
more ways than one to. win a war 
—or, better, to avert one. 

Walter Millis’ gifts as a military 
historian have long been visible in 
such memorable books as “The 
Martial Spirit” (on the War with 
Srain), “Road to War,” “This Is 
Pearl!” and others. His twin. gifts 
of perception and expression are 
again apparent in “Arms and 
Men,” a mature commentary on 
America’s. record of preparation 
(or non-preparation) and perform- 
ance in its wars at sea, ashore, and 
now aloft. 

Notable is his recognition that in 
the past, too, the “lesser” consider- 
ations often had major importance. 
With better perspective than most, 
this survey of our military be- 
havior over nearly two centuries 
points out a great many items which 
will strike the reader as ‘wholly 
new in their interpretation and 
often in their citation as well. As 
apt and readable illustrations they 
make for a lively narration.

Psat stam for ordering the first day of issue of United 
Nations stamps commemorating Human Rights Day 


Generally, the rules are these: 

First day service is given only 
at U.N. Headquarters in New 
York. Payment must be in USS. 
dollars. 

Any reasonable number of un- 

envelopes may be sent 

to the U.N. Postal Administration | yon 
United Nations, N. The out- 
side envelope must Se marked 
“First Day Covers, Human Rights.” 

Payment for stamps to be at- 
tached must be either money order 
or certified check. Personal checks 
are not acceptable, nor are postage 
stamps.’ While cash will be a 
cepted, it is not advisable to vend 
it through the mails. 

The upper right hand corner of 
each envelope should show the 
amount of stamps to be affixed. 


Inserting a filler in the envelope |i 


will improve chances of the stamps 
coming through undamaged. 

There is one other important 
consideration. Do not send orders 
for mint stamps and first day 
covers in the same envelope. If 
you do, both will be returned.

New Rapid Fire 
Gadget Devised 


NEW ORLEANS—A new “adap- 
ter, ‘sub-caliber for gun, saluting, 
75mm” has been. invented by 
two civilian workers of the New 
Orleans Army Terminal at Camp 
Leroy Johnson. 

The deviee permits the use of 
an inexpensive small caliber shell 
in a gun normally requiring a shell 
of considerable size and greater 
expense. 

Adapters of this sort have been 
developed for nearly every size 
gun, but “have always contained 
one major fault. They have been 
of the single shot variety; and can- 
not be used when rapid fire train- 
ing is desired. 

James H. Buckley, armament in- 
spector, and Matthew H, Morse, 
chief machinist, both of the equip- 
ment division, New Orleans Army 
Terminal, have desigmed an adap- 
ter that incorporates an automatic 
ejector, thus allowing rounds to 
be fired at less than three second 
intervals. The gun Buckley and 
Morse are working with is the 
75mm saluting gun and their adap- 
ter permits the use of a 10 gauge 
blank shotgun shell. 75mm am- 
munition. costs $4.30 per round 
while the 10 gauge shell costs only 
12 cents. 

Further possibilities of the adap- 
ter include the use of “live” emall 
ammunition in the big guns. With
